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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is in response to application's amendment dated 
1/11/2007. The amended claims 4, 12, 13, 17, 19, 20, 24, 26, 28 and 33 have been 
entered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Patrick Mccollumn on 2/9/2007. Examiner pointed out that applicant's argument 
regarding Cecconi disclosing only two clocks and that Cecconi does not teach or 
suggest the use of a third clock as claimed in the independent claims, is not correct. 
Applicant agrees with examiner and proposed the following changes: 

In the claims: 

- Cancel claims 1, 5, 9-11,13, 17, 18, 25-27 and 34; 

- In claims 2, 3 and 6-8, replace "1" with "4". 

- In claims 14-16, replace "9" with "12". 

- In claims 21-23, replace "17" with "20". 

- In claims 30-32, replace "26" with "28". 

- In claim 35, replace "26" with "33". 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2-4, 6-8, 12, 14-16, 19-24, 28-33 and 35 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the reasons for allowance were already indicated in the previous office action.
